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ARGUMENT. 


A band of Gitanos are gathered in an orange grove in the Spanish province of 
Andalusia, having been attracted thither by the knowledge that it is the féte-day 


of Isola, daughter of a Spanish Grandee to whom the domain belongs. 


On the recurrence of this anniversary, it is the custom for Isola, accompanied 
by her attendant maidens, and free from the surveillance of her duenna, to perambulate 
and to hold festival amid her father’s woods, and to bestow largesse upon those whom 


she encounters. 
The Gitanos, by means of characteristic songs and music, do not fail to make 
known their propinquity. 


Isola and her companions duly arrive on the scene, an interchange of good wishes 
ensues, and the time passes away merrily; the Gitanos and the others assembled 


all striving their best to add to the general festivity. 


The action ends with felicitous expressions of mutual regard, as the two parties 


resume their respective ways.
